These  Senior  passengers  who  had 
been  companions  during  the  long  journey  became  even  more 
closely  united  in  school  spirit  and  class  bonds,    '"'c  came 
to  appreciate  more  fully  the  supervision  given  us  by 
Conductors  Hudson  and  Baker,  and  the  Capable  Faculty  Chefs
